Claims 

1. A suction apparatus for an electric vacuum cleaner comprising 

a suction main body having a front suction port, a rear suction port 
and a suction pipe inserting port in communication with the two ports 
thereon, 

a suction pipe to be inserted to the suction pipe inserting port, 
brushes disposed around the suction ports, 

a movable member provided under the suction main body being 
able to move longitudinally for keeping both of the suction ports open 
when the suction body is moved forwards and leaving only the front 
suction port open by clogging the rear suction port, 

an opening section provided at a front wall of the suction main body 
for protruding out the movable member, and 

a biasing member provided between the movable member and the 
suction main body for biasing the movable member forwardly, 
characterized in that 

when a front end portion of the movable member is pushed, the 
movable member retracts against a biasing force of the biasing 
member. 
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
